W. JD. Mahon of Detroit delivered 
the address.

A BIMETALLIC CONFERENCE. 


P hiladelphia, July 18.—Tho com­ 
mercial representatives of Mexico. (Cen­ 
tral and South America, who have re­ 
turned from their 40 days’ tour of the 
industrial centers of the country, as­ 
sembled at the commercial museum, 
and held a symposium on the subject 
of reciprocity. 
Dr. Gustav Neiderlein, scientific d i­ 
rector of the museum, presided. 
By 
way of introduction he said ; 
“The United States congress is now 
passing th** tariff bill, and, in the 
amendments, a special power is given 
to the president to lower the tariff quo­ 
tation 20 per cent for each article which 
can be included in treaties of reci­ 
procity.” 
The most pronounced free trader of 
the party, Arthur S. H. Hitching* of 
Rio de Janeiro, had this to say : 
“ Reciprocity, if it were as easy be­ 
tween nations as between individuals, 
would undoubtedly be a just definition 
Of fair and friendlv trade, but circum­ 
stances often, almost always, create 
difficulties which prevent a practical 
realization of such a disposition. 
That 
friendly countries should be inclined to 
make it a system is natural, but I do 
not think it can exist without free 
trade, and I would be wrong in holding 
out prospect* which would indicate any 
treaty by which Brazil would bum it­ 
self to fan r one country more than 
others. 
“ I believe that the exceptional ad­ 
vantages Canada is giving to Great 
Britain ure legislative b under* and 
time will prove it. 
They are opposed 
to the broad and liberal laws which 
secured to Bogland her extensive for­ 
eign trade. 
With this view I cannot 
believe that their reciprocity (for such 
it is! will last for long and it would tai 
still more difficult to have exceptional 
laws favoring the many nations on tho 
American continent. Tho interests of 
these nations arc not alike, nor can 
tlnir produce and manufactures find 
an outlet and consumption within their 
respective or united boundaries. Lurope 
inusr necessarily be sought atter both 
by North aud South America aud if 
would b * inconsiderate to propose any 
legislation that would exclude existing 
equality whereby all nations are treated 
alike. 
“ We have seen on our tour that the 
United States produce machinery and 
many of the articles which we import 
at present from other countries, ami 
we have noticed that these 


spirts she is still a baby.” 
Louis A Dillon of Hcuador told hi** 
hearers that his country imported very 
in ieh more from the United States than 
they exported to them, but the business 
men of his country hail found that they 
could do better with Europe, where 
they were enabled to secure very much 
smaller rates of freight.

lf possible 
the printed bill will be laid before the 
Democrats and the debate begun in the 
house this afternoon. 
It is not believed that there will be 
any disposition on the part of the 
Democratic members of the conference 
to delay the Gill in full committee, but 
the Democrats have had no meeting to 
determine their course of action on the 
jioiiit. 
Governor Dingily expressed 
the opinion that an hour would be suf­ 
ficient time in which to explain tho 
the Longue t on- changes made by the conferrees to their 
minority colleagues on the committee. 
One or two of tile Democrats were iu- 
i dined to insist upon a day for delibera­ 
tions on the changes, but .they, of 
course, realize that they are helpless if

The report must, of course, be acted 
upon by the house before it is consid­ 
ered in the senate. 
The committee ou 
rules mot this morning to prepare a 
rule which will bring a vote on the re­ 
port before adjournment 
tomorrow. 
Tin* rule will be presented and adopted. 
The debate will immediately follow. 
It is not believed thut a single Re­ 
publican vote iii the house will lie re­ 
corded against the report* 
The program in the senate is much 
more indefinite on account of tho wide 
latitude allowed for debate and the ab­ 
sence of any parliamentary method of 
bringing it to a vote. The Democratic 
senators, it is safe to presume, from 
their talk, intend to a-sail the compro­ 
mise on sugar to which the conferrees 
ugreed aud to make a pretty stiff fight 
against the restoration t<» the dutiable 
list of cotton bagging, cotton ties, bur­ 
laps, ere., which they succeeded, with 
the aid of tho Populists and one or two 
Republicans in placing on the free list, 
They will also make strong opposi­ 
tion to the restoration of white pine to 
the house rate of $2 per 1,000. 
Some of the Democratic senators dis­ 
cussed the possibility of defeating the 
report in the senate on the presump­ 
tion that they might be abletosecure as 
many votes against the rejiort as they 
did to place those articles on the free 
list. 
But. uo one imagines seriously 
that the report is in any danger in the 
senate when it comes to a final vote. 
Aud, moreover, the most prominent of 
the Democratic senators freely express 
the opinion that the fight in the senate, 
though it may be spirited, will be brief. 
They believe a vote will be reached 
within three days in the senate. 
The threat Saturday of the senate 
conferrees to report a disagreement 
only hastened the end. 
They were 
given to understand by their colleagues 
in that body if they did so that by aa 
overwhelming vote the senate would 
accept the house sugar schedule. 
Au effort was then made in confer­ 
ence by Senators Aldrich and Jones of 
Nevada to secure a compromise, but the 
house conferree* knew they had the 
matter in their own hands and conse­ 
quently were not in a compromising 
state of mind.

is at hand, and sp rinki*3 it on a redhot 
iron surface.—New’ York Ledger.

As 
a proof th at the noxious smells are real­ 
ly de composed and not m erely overpow­ 
ered by the flimes of coffee, it is stated 
that the first vapors of the coffee are not 
smelled at all aud are) therefore chem­ 
ically absorbe*d, while the- other smells 
gradually dim inish as the fumigation 
continuer. The* merest “ pinch” of coffee 
is usually suftici* ut to cle anse a sick­ 
room, even in aggravated cases. 
The 
best way to employ it is to freshly 
pound the coffee in a m ortar, if no mill 
is at hand, aud sprinkle it on a redhot 
iron surface*.—New York Ledger.
